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INTRODUCTION 


One of the things I was most often accused of overlooking, in editing the old run of 
Buffy comics, was what a great character Faith was. She had very little presence in the 
comics, a fact that fans complained about constantly. Frankly, I agree with them. 

The reason she was left out was precisely the reason why she was such a great 
character on the show. With the old comic we were always trying to keep up with 
television continuity. We had to portray the characters in a generalized way—how 
does Xander act this season of the show? What’s his general m.o.? When Willow 
hooked up with Tara, I asked Joss if it was going to stick, and when he told me yes, I 
had Tara brought into the cast of the comic—by the time she appeared in an issue, 
she’d been on the show nearly a year. As I may have mentioned, it takes a lot longer 
to make a comic than aTV show-we didn’t want to write a script about a charac¬ 
ter that would be out of date by the time the comic was published. 

No one changed more quickly, in more different directions, than Faith. It’s one 
of the reasons she was so fun to watch, and the reason we couldn’t do much 
with her in the monthly comic. We couldn’t trust her to act the same way for 
more than a couple months. In a show where all the characters grew and evolved, 
Faith made them all look like they were standing still. 

After writing a couple of short stories, Jane Espenson asked about doing something 
substantial. Jane chose a character she’d loved writing—the Mayor, the Big Bad from 
her first season with the show. I shared with her a trick the Buffy comics writers 
and I had figured out—Joss always left the summers between television seasons a 
mystery, leaving room for us to decide what happened. So Jane, who teamed with 
artist Cliff Richards, was able to deal with the aftermath of “Graduation Day.” With 
the Mayor, we got our first Faith comics story. 

In late 1999, Cliff teamed with Doug Petrie for the short story “Killing Time,” 
and a few months later he joined Tom Fassbender and Jim Pascoe for their first 
Buffy story, which sets up the longer story “Out of the Woodwork,” to be featured 
in Omnibus Volume 6. 

Buffy novelist Christopher Golden teamed with Cliff for The Blood of Carthage. They 
were joined by Chynna Clugston, whose manga-influenced style suited the flashbacks 
to pre-Season One Willow and Xander. Paul Lee and Brian Horton provided flash¬ 
backs focused on Spike and Drusilla. I used Paul and Brian on this section because I 
didn’t know if the/d be right for Buffy and her inner circle—ironically, they went on to 
become two of the best artists at capturing the likenesses of the cast 

Immediately after Blood of Carthage, Cliff teamed with Chris Boal, a writer whom 
Joss introduced me to. Cliff’s final story in this volume was the first issue of the 
monthly series written by Fassbender and Pascoe, whose work will come to 
dominate the next two volumes in the Omnibus series. 

The only story in this volume not drawn by Cliff sees Golden again focusing 
on a supporting character. Buffy fans love Oz; his departure from the show, and 
the unlikelihood of his return, made a comics series almost a necessity. Oz’s 
werewolf appearance needed an overhaul, though, so I called in one of my favorite 
artists from the world of horror comics.John Totleben provided covers in which 
he designed and defined the supernatural characters in the series, including the 
werewolf. He wasn’t interested in drawing actor likenesses, so Seth Green did 
not appear on any of the art covers for the miniseries.
